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REGISTRATION 

It's  a  zoo!  When  1094  students  are  ad- 
vised, counseled,  scheduled,  re-sched- 
uled, and  finally  registered  within  a  two- 
day  period  —  what  else  can  it  be?  The 
smart  and  prepared  students  —  425  of 
them  —  pre-registered  avoiding  the  mad 
rush.  All  totaled,  that's  1519  students 
who  registered  at  Mitchell  this  fall  —  a 
record  breaker.  (And  the  guys  will  be 
glad  to  know  they're  outnumbered  by  the 
girls  by  almost  two  to  one.)  The  increase 
over  last  years  enrollment  of  1438  was 
apparent  to  the  students  upon  entering 
the  classroom  and  seeing  the  increase  in 
size  —  30-35  students  per  class  as  op- 
posed to  —  20-25  last  year.  Iredell  Coun- 
ty can  boast  as  home  to  90  percent  of  the 
Mitchell  enrollees,  followed  by  Davie 
and  Alexander  counties.  Fortunately, 
there  were  no  computer  break-downs  to 
slow  the  already  slow  process  as  there 
had  been  last  year.  This  year  was  not 
without  problems,  however.  It  was  not 
unusual  for  a  student  to  spend  time 
working  out  a  suitable  schedule  with  an 
advisor,  take  a  place  in  line,  inch  slowly 
forward  to  the  table  to  obtain  a  student 
ID  card  and  parking  permit,  come  almost 
within  spitting  distance  of  the  computer 
terminal  room  when  the  schedule  would 
be  accepted,  only  to  hear  a  voice  declare 
"English  151,  section  2D  is  full  —  if  you 
have  English  151,  section  2D  on  your 
schedule  you  will  need  to  make  a 
change."  Enough  to  make  one  lose  his 
breakfast  —  and  possibly  have  to  start 
all  over  again!  More  classes  filled  up 
quicker  this  year  —  especially  in  the  Col- 
lege Transfer  program  —  than  in  previ- 
ous years.

TRANSFER 


For  some  students,  Mitchell  is  a  stepping  stone  on 
the  road  to  a  four-year  degree.  These  students  can 
spend  their  first  two  years  in  the  friendly  atmo- 
sphere of  Mitchell  as  they  attain  an  Associate  in 
Arts,  Associate  in  Fine  Arts  or  Associate  in  Science 
Degree.  Upon  receipt  of  one  of  these  degrees,  the 
student  may  transfer  to  most  any  four-year  col- 
lege as  a  member  of  the  junior  class.  The  courses 
which  may  be  transferred  for  credit  are  deter- 
mined by  the  four-year  institution,  so  ideally,  the 
college  transfer  student  should  know  to  which  in- 
stitution he  will  be  transferring  in  order  to  take 
the  acceptable  courses  at  Mitchell.
